The corn crop of the United States 
is always considered an important feature in 
our agricultural resources. This ycar it is 
likely to prove eepecially so, as the crop 
of 1854 was deficignt. We are to a consid- | 
erable extent a corn-fed people,—and the 
consumption cannot but increase with our | 
growth for many years to come. The crop 
for 1849, or six yeurs ago, amounted in the:

Yet, there | 
sre greet reasons to believe, that there is a| 
revolution in the corn trade at hand, equal 
to that we have seen in the cotton trade. 

Europe must be fed, and she can only be 
fed from the United States. Indian corn is 
a greater and more natural staple of this | 
country than is cotton. The cotton in the 
total may be worth $125,000,000; but waa) 
corn crop is worth $00,000,000, or more | 
than double. 

The export of one hundred and fifty mil- 
lions of bushels to Europe would bring to 
thie country full $100,000,000, and make 
more increase to our resources than did the 
geld mines of California. 

The Buffalo (N. Y.) Republic estimates 
thst the increase of the crop of wheat this 
year will be twenty-two millions of bushels 
more than in 1850, and forty millions more 
than last year. According to this calcula- 
tion, the yield wil] be 114,500,000 buazhels in 
the great grain growing States. In this con- | 
ection it must also be remembered that the 
exhaustion of wheat last year was attributable 
in a large degree to the failure of other crops 
a8 well as to that of grain. There was nota 
fall crop of cereal, and in addition to this, 
there wss not more than one-fourth of a crop!
